In  the  last  few  weeks,  I  have  taken  every  step  to  ensure  the  uninterrupted 
response  to  Community  needs  which  the  position  guarantees.  The  Mayor's  Committee 
on  AIDS  has  met  and  has  been  assured  of  your  interest  in  seeing  their  critically 
important  work  continue.  Individuals  whose  request  for  assistance  involved 
extended  contact  have  received  the  appropriate  attention.  Correspondence  to 
you  regarding  the  signing  of  the  Executive  Order  has  been  addressed.  The  Liaison 
Screening  Committee  has  been  briefed  on  my  assessment  of  the  job’s  responsibilities 
and  I  have  made  available  to  your  transition  task  forces  copies  of  The  Boston 
Project  Executive  Summary.  For  the  next  two  weeks,  I  will  continue  to  meet  needs 
as  they  arise,  finish  work  on  existing  cases  and  prepare  my  materials  for  the 
new  Liaison. 

It  has  been  a  great  honor  and  privilege  serving  the  City  in  the  capacity 
of  Liaison  to  the  Gay  and  Lesbian  Community.  I  believe  a  great  deal  has  been 
accomplished  and  I  am  pleased  to  have  been  a  participant.
